New York, Jan. 21.—After confess- 
ing forgeries totaling $1,300,000 in a 
scheme to enrich himsélf and investors, 
Moe Turman, son of a Chicago rabbi 
now dead, and managing director of

Clients who had been assured—and 
for a while received—300 per cent per 
annum on money loaned Turman, 
started an investigation a week, ago. 
Turman disappeared. He wandered 
through Buffalo, St. Louis, Jefferson 
City, and Kansas City, and then, last 


night, returned here, “to take the 
medicine.”’ 


With his wife he went to the office 


of the district attorney to tell about it. 
Swindles May Total $2,000,000. 

The indictment was based. upon the 
alleged forgery of one 86,000 note. 
There were eight complainants, how- 
ever, who charged Turman with hav- 
ing swindled them of nearly $300 000. 
There also were bundles of notes, al- 
legedly forgeries, representing large 
sums. 

Prosecutors believe Turman’s forger- 
jes and misappropriations will total 
$2,000,000. His reported confession 
accounts for nearly three-fourths of 
that amount. Six thousand cancelled 
vouchers bearing on the cas@ are in 
the possession of authoriiies. —

Under the ruling no one may carry 
concealed weapons except regularly 
sworn peace officers—policemen, dep- 
uty sheriffs, highway policemen, and 
the like. 

Police officials hailed the decision 
as a most important step in the crime 
war, and in the long fought struggle 
to disarm the criminals who profit by 
the gun. | 

The statute which grants the power 
to justices, of the peace to issue re- 
volver permits was held by Judge 
Eller to be unconstitutional. The 
terms of the act are so broad, he de- 
clared, that they give the justices pow- 
ers granted by the constitution to none 
but the legislature. 


Decision in Criminal Case. 


The decision was made in a crim- 
inal case against Emil Fisher, Cicero 
justice of the peace, who was indicted 
for malfeasance in office for having 
issued a gun permit to “Gimp” Ros- 
enbaum, notorious underworld char- 
The indictment follosved a dras- 
tic campaign by State’s Attorney Rob 
ert E. Crowe against gun toters and 
the justices of the peace who granted 
them licenses., 

Fisher’s attorney,. Michael Ahern, 
moved to quash the indictment,’ and, 
after several days’ hearing, Judge 
Ener, finding the law on which the in- 
dictment was based to be unconstitu- 
tional, granted the motion. 

The law provides that the permits 
shall be issued to persons of moral 
character who have shown “that 
proper cause exists for the issuance 
thereof,” but the law does not pre- 
scribe, Judge Eller pointed out, any 
rule or regulation to determine what 
shall be the cause or reason for issu- 
ance of the license. 

“Thus,” the decision states, “one 
justice of the peace will set up certain 
rules or conditions and another justice’ 
There 
is no limit to the variety or the extent 
of reasons upon which justices may 
issue : licenses. 

“ This is clearly a delegation of legis- 
lative power. Instead of being a uni- 
form law it is subject to the varying 
opinions of the various officers and jus- 
tices of the peace.”

The sun is the most important body 


in the sky so far as we on earth are | 
concerned. It gives us light and heat, | 
and even slight changes in the quality | 
and nature of its rays are quickly felt 
in the way crops grow, rain falls. and 
in the temperatdare of the air. 
No Need to Strain Light, 

But the sun is not an easy globe to | 
look at. It ig so intensely bright that | 
no unaided eye can endure its rays for | 
even a second. Complicated telescopes, | 
prisms, and color filters are. necessary 
to strain raw sunlight until our eyes 
can look at it. P 

An eclipse renders mutch of this ap- 
paratus unnecessary. When the moon 
goes in front of the sun it, cuts off 
most of the harsh rays.

Next Eclipse Here in °45. : 

This will be the last eclipse of the 
sun that can be seen from the United 
States until 1945. The last total one 
in Chicago occurred in 1806, but there 
have been several partial ones of large 
magnitude in recent years. 

A second eclipse, this time of the 
moon, will follow on Feb. 8 and 9. This 
lunar eclipse will have its beginning 
generally visible in the whole easiern 
hemisphere, where it will be a spectac- 
ular event,' while its ending will be 
generally visible in eastern America.

haturing alcohol. The mecon maker 


may get hold of stuff said to be maild-! 


ly denatured, but it may m rearity be 
alcohol wholly denatured by the mix- 
ing of wood alcohol. The wood goes 
over in the steam. tesuit: a hearty 
swig and the gates ajar. 

Metallic poisons are ranked by some 
of the chemists as one or the chief 
agents of death, but the wood alcohol, 
they declare, has @ way or erveping 
out even where it is not expected. For 
instance in distillations from raisins. 
The government chemists, basing this 
view on hundreds of laboratory sam- 
ples, declare that if the stills are run 
comparatively dry, wood alcohol is 
likely to be thrown over from thie 
stems. 

It is one of their theories. 

There are spots in Chicago where 
on a night when the clouds hang low, 
the streets reek with smells like 
Peoria in the old distillery days. And 
whateverit is, wood alcohol, metallic 
poisons, furfural, or other poisons 
that come through the worm, the aver- 
age result is a hootch that is infinite- 
ly worse than the Negro gin that 
made the south go dry years ahead of 
the Eighteenth amendment or the fire 
water that helped kill off the Indians.

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\ E RECENTLY announced in a public statement 


to the patrons of our Chicago suburban passen- 

ger service that we had decided to ask for a 20 
per cent increase in commutation fares. This action is 
made imperative by the extensive finaricial losses in- 
curred in the operation of our suburban service. 


Since making this announcement we have received 
many letters from our patrons. Most of these letters 
were written to encourage us and to offer co-operation. 
Some were written to protest against the proposed in- 
crease, Some were written 6 ask for further detailed 
information, which we have been glad to furnish. It 
was to be expected that there would be protests, but 
we have been agreeably surprised and immensely grati- 
fied by the large number of our patrons who have en- 
couraged us and offered their co-operation. We appre- 
ciate this friendliness greatly. 


Our suburban service was started in 1856, but it was 
in 1893, at the time of the Columbian Exposition, that 
it first became of great importance in the development 
of the South Side. In our recent‘statement we gave 
the information that our commutation fares were in- 
creased 10 per cent in June, 1918. Many of our suburban 
patrons will be surprised to know “that our present 
commutation fares, on the average, are considerably 
less than 10 per cent higher than they were in 1893 and 
prior thereto. | 


In the twenty-five years between 1893 and 1918 there 
were numerous reductions in the prices of commutation 
tickets between individual stations, and in 1911 the 
number of rides on monthly commutation tickets was 
increased from fifty-four to sixty for stations south. of 
39th Street without an increase in the prices of the 
tickets. In June, 1918, our commutation fares were 
advanced 10 per cent, but because of the reductions that 
were made between 1893 and 1918 the present commu- 
tation fares in some instances are no greater—and in a 
good many instances are actually lower—than they were 
thirty-two years ago. 


The following table gives a striking comparison be- 
tween 1893 and 1925 in the cost per ride of 10-ride com- 
mutation tickets between downtown stations and rep- 
resentative points served by our suburban trains, the

The largest individual items in the direct costs of 
train operation are fuel and wages. The average price 
we are now paying for coal is 132 per cent greater than 
the average price we paid in 1893. In 1893 we paid 15 
and 16 cents per hour for common labor in Chicago. 
The present rate is 48 cents per hour, an increase of 
per cent above the higher of the two rates that pre- 
vailed in 1893. Our suburban train service employes 
are now paid from $141 to $201 _per month, compared 
with from $45 to $80 per month in_1893, an increase 
over the 1893 scales of from 151 to 213 per cent. Even 
the greatly increased patronage of our suburban serv- 
ice and the greatly increased efficiency of its operation 


have not overcome these extensive increases of wages.

Comparing prices of 1893 and 1925, trans 
by far the cheapest‘thing our commutation patrons 
buy. Everybody knows about the enormous increases 
that have taken place in rents, prices of food and cloth- 
ing and virtually all the other items, except transpor- 
tation, that enter into the cost of living. A few ex- 
amples of 1893 prices may help to call attention to 
these increases. In 1893, the finest large apartments in 
Hyde Park could be rénted for from $50 
month, and average apartment rents were from $20 to 
$35 a month. Of men’s high-grade clothing, .shirts 
could be bought for $1 each, shoes for’ from $2.50 to 
$5.00 a pair, hats for $2.50 each, tailored suits and over- 
coats for from $25 to $50 each, and ready-made suits 
and overcoats for from $12 to $25 each. Flour was 
2 cents a pound, coffee 14 cents a pound, sugar 4% 
cents a pound, and creamery butter 24% cents a pound.

THE EAST OBSTRUCTS US. 
@mall ghosts of sovereignty have haunted the 
states of this Union since coloriial days and 
threadbare bickerings between the possessive east 
and the advancing west have never worn out. An 
Ohio steamboat captain told the Ohio house the 
other day that the powers trying to reduce Chi- 
eago’s water supply were the powers preventing 
further development of the Mississippi waterways. 
What the steamboat captain said is what the west 
has eaid for almost three centuries to its particular 
east. He said, in effect, * Don’t block our path.” 
Once the west was Connecticut and the east was 
Massachusetta, and the Hartford charter at the 
behest of the latter was as harsh an instrument 
as could well be written. Later the west was the 
Mohawk valley; later it was trans-Alleghany and 
the Hartford charter was imposed in turn on 
Louisiana by the repressive east. 

Burr struck for freedom from the east with an 
imperial projection in Texas and was tried for 
treason, acquitted and broken for life on the rack 
of eastern opinion. Kentucky and the country 
west of the mountains has also threatened separa- 
tion. The river highways carried western goods, 
New Orleans became the western market, and the 
east after seagzons of obstruction and indifference 
awoke to find the west ready to leave her. Only 
the national pike through Cumberland gap, the 
Potamac canal and other conciliatory projects 
saved the country from what might have been a 
permanent longitudinal division. Again, the story 


of the mouth of the Colorado river and the upper 
bay of Lower California in the Gadsden purchase. 
It is a minor instance of eastern policy of re- 
stricting western outlets to eastern ports. Today 
it te eastern opposition to the St. Lawrence sea- 
way, to the Mississippi waterways, to 10,000 feet 
of water through Chicago's sanitary canal. 

As a conquered territory under a viceroy the 
west would satisfy the east, perhaps; as a people 
finding its own way to prosperity it has always 
been suspect. What Congressmen Hull! and Rainey 
are up to it is hard to tell; but it is clear that 
Chicago's fight for water is the west’s fight for 
economic autonomy. It is a protest against the 
sovereign thinking east.

Backed 
by a team composed of Stuhldreher, Layden, Miller, 
Livergood, and others with the fiery zest of con- 
quest in their veins, Knute has tramped through 
acres of victory from one coast to the other. It is 
that western style, he says, that does it. 

The west always attacks, and the offensives of 
its well coached icemen, firemen, thrashers, con- 
crete mixers, brakemen against the genteel] lines 
of tennis flannel boys down east usually are crush- 
ing. The west works all summer, while the east 
plays, says Knute, but when fall comes, with foot- 
ball and a game between Princeton and the Notre 
Damers, the west plays and the east works des- 
perately and without avail, The west has democra- 
tized football. Long legions of young iron puddlers 
learn to forward pass and punt. The east runs 
football en an oligarchic system. 

The young west, the radical west, the democratic 
west are behind its football power. It seized the 
forward pass as a Major instrument of attack.’ It 
utilized the so-called individual interference method 
in which each man gets his man. It brought the 
shift and the huddle and free end play into the 
game. It developed versatility of attack and ex- 
tended the field of operations. Only in kicking, 
says Knute, is the east superior. And kicking, it 
should be noted, is primarily a defensive and con- 
servative strategy. It can’t win in the long run.

It is conceded 
in Russia that this dictatorship can hardly be 
maintained in any one country. To be safe it 
must be world wide. Therefore any agreement 
Russia makes with a democratic government or 
any constitutional monarchy or autocracy is an 
agreement with an enemy and not to be kept. 
Russia agrees with Japan not to promote the dic- 


' tatorship of the proletariat there. But Rugsia also 
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gays that in communistic morality no such agree- 
ment can be kept. Repudiation is not only justi- 
Sed but mandatory. 

Ruyasia is willing to pay for the privilege of en- 
tering a country with diplomatic immunity which 
ean cover communistic promotion. Japan gets a

HAND WOUNDS. 
HEN a person has a wound of 
the hand, the first thing to 
think about is how can he keep 
it from getting infected? Infec- 
tion is a bad factor in wounds around 
the hang. Death does not often result. 
That danger is less than it is in infected 
foot wounds, knee wounds, and wounds 
around some other part of the body. 
What makes infection of the hand so 
hazardous is the facility with which bac- 
teria get under layers on dense tissue, 
into tendon sheaths, into joints, and, 
having got into such places, how much 
stiffening and deformity it causes, how 
it travels, and how hard it is to rout 
out. | 
The nand ts a very important organ. 
A man with a stiffened or deformed hand 
is fearfully handicapped. The question 
of protection againgt infection the aver- 
age physician answers by advising clean- 
ing,. but without water, the free use of 
iodine, a clean dressing, but not too 
highly sealed and air exclusive.

If the wound gets infected the first 
thing to be thought of is how to get rid 
of infection. The next thing is how to 
protect the tendons and joints against 
deformity, and the third is how to re- 
store function. The first or immediate 
problem is met by prompt and compre- 
hensive drainage, by means of free in- 
cisions that do not cut tendons or other 
important structures, and by hot, moist 
dressings. The answers to the next two 
questions Dr. A. B. Kanavel gives as 
follows: 

Generally two or three days is long 
enough to continue the hot, moist dress- 
ing. After that the hand must be put 
up in a dressing.and daily treatments to 
prevent stiffening should be begun. The 
question of ultimate use of the hand 
must come to the front. ‘The’ splint 
should be applied so as to hold the hand 
bent somewhat backward at the wrist, 
with the fingers moderately flexed. ‘The 
thumb and index finger must be in about 
the position they are in when holding a 
pen. If a person wiil notice his hand, 
wrist, fingers, and arm when he is doing 
his work, he will find that they are gen- 
erally held in>this position.

The infected hand should be baked 
under an electric lamp for one-half an 
hour three times a day. After the first 
three days since the wound was made, 
the fingers should be exercised by some 
passive and some active motion. This 
serves to keep the tendons from getting 
stuck or anchored in their sheaths. As 
soon as possible the splints should be

and that is very important. What is 
wanted is a flexible, movable hand and 
fingers. Diathermy, massage, and bak- 
ing have their work to do. But more 
important of all is purposeful use. Type- 
writing, piano playing, any and all kinds 
of work that moves the fingers and wrist. 
In this fleld work is better than play. 
Service that one gives oneself is better 
than service which he receives from 
others,

BLOCKED TEAR DUCTS. 

Mrs. C. R. writes: Referring to letter 
under heading “ Baby Eye Infected,” 
I have read what she savs and your re- 
ply and just wanted to tell you that 
for weeks my small baby’s eye was s0 
affected. But I took her to an eye spe- 
cialist with this result: 

He discovered that baby had a blocked 
tear duct (more or less 3 common thing 
though it may not show up for some 
time after birth). It was relieved in 
three days by a quiet, distinct pressure 
of the thumb on the inrer or nose cor- 
ner of that eye. Just cover your thumb 
with a clean piece of cloth and press 
hard. Sometimes it relieves immediate- 
ly and a lot of pus comes out, but some- 
times it takes weeks—doing the pressing 
once a day. But you must press quite 
decidedly hard.

Yours is a sample of a dozen letters on 
the same subject.

FOR EDUCATION 


“Colleges Are Perverted 
by Gifts from Rich.” 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 21.—[Speciah]-— 
That the monopoly interests of this 
country are attempting to subsidize 
education is the charge made by Sena- 
tor. Robert M. La Follette in a signed 
statement in his magaziné today. Co- 
lumbia university is held as an ex- 
ample and President Nicholas Murray 
Butler is quoted by the senator as ad- 
mitting that “existing policies of tax- 
ation” are checking the large dona- 


tions. | 

“The growth of the subsidy system 
in our universities and colleges is con- 
temporaneous with the growth of mo- 
nopoly in industry,” Senator La Fol- 
lette says. 


Large ‘Gifts Only Recent. 

“An exhaustive study of this sub- 
ject, issued in 1922 by the United 
States bureau of education, shows that 
down to the time of the civil war in- 
stitutions of higher learning were sup- 
ported chiefly by small donations, sub- 
scriptions and direct appropriations by 
the states. Large gifts from indi- 
viduals were rare. 

*“ But as wealth has become concen- 
trated more and more in a few hands, 
subsidies have increased until it may 
be said that higher education looks to 
the monopoly system rather than to 
the public or to the state for its 
support. 

Refers to Two Gifts. 


“The gifts made by George LTast- 
man of the Eastman Kodak company 
and J. B. Duké‘of the tobacco trust 
include a provision typical of awards 
of this character of the highest public 
interest. Both donors convey their 
millions in the form of stock in the 
industrial enterprises in which they 
are engaged. The Dufe award spe- 
cifically provides that a board of trus- 
tees. shall be charged with the conduct 
of his business while controlling the 
funds of the university endowed by the 
bequest. 

“Thus the educational institutions 
which are the beneficiaries of the 
awards are given a substantial ‘ stake’ 
in the profits of the indtstry and in 
the maintenance of governmental priv- 
ileges which have contributed so much 
to the swelling corporate dividends and 
impoverishing the mass of the people 


in this countrv.”

World Records 


Newark, N. J., Jan. 21.—[{Special.}— 

Paavo Nurmi is not to be stopped in 
his wholesale shattering of world’s in- 
door running records. The athlete of 
| the century demonstrated this tonight 
in the 213th infantry regiment armory 
when at the annual indoor athletic 
meet of St. Joseph’s Catholic club, he 
ground two more world’s marks under 
his heels. 

Competing from scratch in a two 
and three-quarters mile handicap race 
against three Finnish rivals, Nurmi 
eclipsed the two and one-quarter mile 
record-of Hannes Kohlehmainen, the 
Nurmi of days gone by, on the way to 
his goal, and continued with speed un- 
abated, to break the once great 
*“Koly’s”’ mark for two and three- 
quarters miles. 


Eighth and Ninth Records. 


Nurmi passed the two and one-quar- 
ter mile post in 10:42, just one-fifth of 
a second faster than Kolehemainen’s 
10:42 1-5. He was clocked as he flew 
past the two and one-half mile mark, 
but he missed this record by a scant 
four-fifths of a second, his time being 
11:541-5. Nurmi, in quest of a rec- 
ord, sprinted over the last circuit of 
the track and brushed past the judges 
and timers at the end of his journey in 
13:03, shaving three and three-fifths 
seconds off Kolehemainen’s mark of 
13:6 3-5 for the distance. 

The records he set tonight are the 
eighth and ninth Nurmi has made in 
his running career on foreign soil and 
under conditions which at first were) 
expected to handicap him. , 

dust Another Jog. 

Nurmi’s race was just another jog 
for the light-haired blue-jerseyed lad. 
He was simply engaged in-an exhibi- 
tion, for the race was made to suit 


Nurmi’s fancy and the eyes of the 
spectators. Nurmi gave handicaps af 
150 yards each to Gunnar Nilson, 
Iimar Prim, and Gus Fager, three ca- 
pable distance runners of the Finnish- 
American A. C. Nurmi’s pace forced 
Fager to withdraw with two laps yet 
to go. Prim and Nilson stuck to the 
grind to the bitter finish in the capac- 
ity of pacemaker’s réle, which only 
Nilson held to the end. Nilson, in the 
order of finish, was second, and Prim, 
being the only other survivor, had to be 
third. 

Nurmi raced without the aid of the 
short indoor spikes for the second time 
since he came to this country, but he 
took to the rosined floor of the drill 
shed like a duck to water and held 
his stride firm, steady, and fast from 
the outset. Never once did he falter 
on the straightaways, nor did he slip 
on the many turns the race held.

Kansas House Rejects It. 

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]—The proposed child 
labor amendment to the United States 
constitution was rejected by the lower 
house of the Kansas legislature today 
by a vote of 101 to 21. The house post- 
poned indefinitely a resolution for sub- 
mitting the amendment to a vote of 
the people of Kansas. 

A two hour debate preceded the vote. 
Representative Martin of Reno county 
declared the amendment “ would take 
from the people, from fathers and 
mothers, their rights and give them to 
congress.” 

Miss Lovonia Donica of Allen county, 
the only woman in the legislature, also 
attacked the proposal, calling it a 
“ dangerous thing.” The youth of the 
land, she declared, is remarking flip- 
pantly that we “won't have to work 
when the amendment is passed.”
